For 10 years the city has been

The unan- 
imous judgment of those who have 
made a careful study of the situa- 
tion is that, if the city's growth 
continues, it must, eventually, go 
to the lake, and any other deter- 
mination means but temporary re- 
lief.Those -who favor Lake Mendota 
as a source of water supply rec- 
ognize that the greatest obstacle 
to the realization of' that plan lies 
in the prejudice against the use of 
lake water. Let one but suggest 
the plan of going to the lake and 
some person will 
probably 
say: 
"Think of substituting, dirty, filthy 
lake water for pure artesian wat- 
er."Another may say,., as 
one al- 


ready has said: "If the city goe? 
to the lake for its water supply, I 
shall buy a gasoline engine and 
attach it to iri'y well." 


Other comments'- of like charac- 


ter will be heard, but these com- 
ments indicate that the decision 
of a large portion of those opposed 
to going to the lake is based upon 
prejudic^ rather than upon facts 
and the difficulty is to prevail up- 
on these persons to- consider the 
facts impartially. When this ques- 
tion received serious consideration 
eight 
years 
ago, 
the prejudice 


against a lake connection was very 
strong. Sentiment Changing 


A similar situation exists today, 


although it is apparent that such 
prejudice is abating.

our citizens are beginning to real- 
ize that there 
is sonnd 
logic in 


some of the arguments of those fa- 
voring the lake as a source of sup- 
ply; that the water of Lake Men- 
dota at the point whence it will 
be taken is not an impure water; 
that a deep well system does not
